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SENIOR  CLASS  HISTORY 


It  was  just  four  years  ago  that  97  of  us  stepped  upon  the  threshold  of  our  high 
school  career.  W  e  were  97  bewildered  freshmen,  wandering  around  the  halls,  not 
knowing  where  to  go  or  what  to  do.  It  took  us  a  long  time  to  get  used  to  our  new 
high  school  life,  but  we  managed  to  get  by  somehow.  We  chose  George  Slate  for 
our  freshman  president;  Wilbur  Stainback,  vice-president;  Vernon  Morgan,  secre¬ 
tary,  and  Spilman  Short,  treasurer.  Miss  Witt  and  Miss  Conwell  were  our  home¬ 
room  teachers. 

The  next  term  came  and  we  found  that  we  had  advanced  one  more  step  on  the 
ladder  to  higher  learning.  We  were  no  longer  “greenies”;  we  were  sophomores! 
Our  president  this  year  was  Spilman  Short.  Thomas  Lee  was  vice-president;  Earline 
Norwood,  secretary,  and  Frances  Traylor  was  treasurer.  We  had  a  formal  ball 
that  year,  which  was  a  big  affair  for  us.  Our  sophomore  homeroom  teachers  were 
M  iss  Williams  and  Miss  Montgomery.  In  the  spring  we  had  a  hayride  and  wiener 
roast  at  the  Legion  Hut.  We  all  had  such  tun. 

There  were  only  57  of  us  by  the  time  we  were  juniors.  Some  had  dropped  out 
and  others  moved  away.  Miss  Shepard  and  Miss  Armentrout  were  our  homeroom 
teachers.  We  elected  Frances  Tillar,  president;  Spilman  Short,  vice-president; 
Earline  Norwood,  secretary;  and  Frances  Traylor,  treasurer.  Our  class  sponsored 
a  beauty  contest  in  the  school,  which  enabled  us  to  give  the  seniors  a  banquet  and 
dance.  It  was  the  big  event  of  our  junior  year  and  everyone  worked  to  make  it 
the  big  success  that  it  was.  The  seniors  gave  us  a  lovely  picnic  at  Slagle’s  Lake. 
This  was  enjoyed  by  all  who  attended. 

At  last  we  became  seniors.  We  then  started  realizing  how  much  fun  school 
had  been  and  how  much  we  would  miss  our  classmates.  Frances  was  such  a  good 
president  that  we  reelected  her  to  lead  us  in  our  senior  year.  For  vice-president 
we  chose  Earline  Norwood;  secretary,  Mary  Karvelis;  treasurer,  Gaynelle  Parrish. 
Our  senior  play,  “A  Little  Honey,”  was  a  big  success.  The  leading  roles  were 
taken  by  Frances  Tillar  and  George  Lee.  Many  of  our  seniors  lead  in  school 
activities.  The  annual  Junior-Senior  banquet  and  dance  was  a  memorable  oc¬ 
casion.  As  guests  of  the  junior  class  we  enjoyed  every  moment.  Our  theme  for 
Commencement  was  Education.  The  valedictorian  and  salutatorian  were  Mary 
Karvelis  and  DeEtte  Carney,  respectively.  Our  class  night  program  was  written 
by  Eddie  Brittle,  a  member  of  the  senior  class.  Marie  Fverette  was  elected 
queen  to  reign  over  the  exercises.  The  members  of  her  court  were:  Virginia  Reid, 
maid-of-honor;  Lois  Darden,  Peggy  Johnson,  Hattie  Lee,  and  Earline  Norwood, 
maids. 

Our  goal  in  high  school  has  been  reached.  Although  we  leave  G.  C.  H.  S.  on 
June  5,  our  high  school  days  will  always  remain  in  our  hearts.
